tSTABLIiSHENT Ot A BOTANIC GARDEN 
AT HULL. 

It will Ratify tJ»e lovers of botany to 
le«m that the projected esublishinent 
of a Botanic Garden at HuU, has been 
juccessfully carried into execution. A 
general meeting of the> subspribers took 
place on the 7th of E'ebruary, to receive 
the report of the provisional committee, 
and to form laws for the regulation of the 
institution. From the fomier it appears, 
that five acres of land, a mile diuant from 
4he town, have been purchased for £.1 100, 
«uid laid out in a garden, comprising ample 
»pace for one specimen of every tree, shrub, 
and plant, now in the kingdom ; a pond 
thirty yards long, for a^u«itics ; quarter; 
for bog' and alpme plants ; and ground for 
hot and green-houses, which will be forth- 
with erected; the garden will be intersected 
by spacious gravel walks, forming a total ex- 
tent of nearly three quarters of a-mile. Two 
neat lodges, on6 apprppriated to the ge- 
neral use of the subscribers, the other to a 
house for the Curator, have b^en built ; 
Mr. Dnnn, nephew, to the respectable di- 
rector of the Cambridge Garden, has been 
engaged as Curator j and through hi* 
exertitins and the important advice and as- 
tistance of William Roscoe, esq. aud of Mr. 
Shepherd, of the Botanic Garden, at Li- 
verpool, Etich progreis hat been made in 
completing the de«gn, that it is expected 
the garden, will be opened to the subscri- 
bers in May next. The report concluded 
by expressing the hope of the committee, 
that the friends of the institution would 
u>e their exertions towards procuring for 
tlve garden the roou and seeds of rare 
plants, particularly of the British species, 
and donations of nooks and dried plants 
for its library and herbarium.

part of the people of Scotland ; and various 
societies have arisen for the purpose of pro- 
moting the dissemiaation of knowled^. 
Tiews, something analogous to them, must 
have actuated a few iadividuais in Edin- 
burgh ; ^or they in SepteRU3er 1810, forn»> 
ed a society, to which they^ve the name 
of " tbe Edinburgh Institute." The pri&- 
cipal object this institution has in view, is 
to have lectures delivered in a popular 
maimer, <» scientific and Uierary sub^ts, 
at a moderate expense, (so ino^erate as to 
make it accessible to all who h^-ve the least 
taste for such studies*) and at oanvaiienl: 
hours to those whose professional avocatioaa 
prevent them 'from attending academical 
prelections. It'is also intended that a meet- 
ing shall be held monthly, for reading 
original papers, on scientific, philosophical, 
or literary subjects. Tiie members, how- 
ever, being mostly eogiged in the active 
bustle of commercial pursuit these pa- 
pers have not hitheito been nomerotu. 
The management of this institution is vest- 
ed in a council of twenty, elected annu^y 
from among the members. The Rev. 
William Tentaut, L.UIX W.A.S. is the 
present president. The arrangement for 
the second session, which coiflmencfd oa 
thefirst of October 1811, and will termiqate 
in May 181£;, are lectures on nAuralphilof 
sophy, meteorology, electricity, and gal- 
vanism, philosophy of history, and oratory. 
There is reason to suppose tbatihe profes- 
sors of the EJlnbuTgh university \eok ubOB 
this institution in a favourable Huuiuer, 
already has one of theniif, wjih the nurai- 
ficent liberality of a great raind, given th« 
most substantial proofs of his i^pprobation. 
The founders of the institution tave tt^- 
veral ulterior projectsin view, such at Urn 
purchase of a complete set of plijlato* 
phical apparatus, the ibrmataaa «f a ^ma 
seum, &;c. but the execution of these plaq* 
must eventually d^end upon the suppoit 
which the citizens of £dint>iu^ axe ditpc-
